A Homily for Young Men. 


- NUMBER TWO. 


From these prefatory remarks let us ad- 
vance to take up certain life principles that 
concern our subject and look upon amuse- 
ment in their light as we go along. 
1. Man is double natured. He comes 
into lifean animal. He goes out—or ought 
to—a spirit; though some do depart more 
beastly than they came. One half of his 
being reaches down and touches the brute 
below him; the other half transcends this 
mortal sphere and reaches toward the God 
above him. It is the animal side that seeks 
amusement, and as the animal predominates 
amusements are demanded. Thus the child 
—the all animal before it has found its soul 
—must make life all play; must have its 
rattle, its doll, its marbles. But, as the in- 
tellect develops, the soul-life dawns, in their 
light it begins to see that work, attainment, 
noble being and doing, are the true life; 
and so, put away “childish things.” But 
some men are always children—must al- 
ways be amused—baby men, who haven’t 
yet given up the use of the rattle, or have 
only changed it for some other bauble, 
quite as puerile. What else is the mer- 
chant, who has only dropped his boyhood’s 
kite to pick up the ledger of older years— 
if his manhood’s occupation have no higher 
aim than simply to please and gratify him- 
self? 
The infant laughs and crows over the 
jingle of his string of buttons; the mer- 
chant tickles himself with the jingle of his 
As he plays his soul becomes 
like the eagle stamped upon the money— 
forever wedded to the earthy metal, and so 
belying its own nature, in that it can not 
break away and fulfill its proper destiny 
by soaring upward toward high Heaven. 
His soul, too, like the eagle, becomes de- 
faced and worn, filthy with the pinchings of 
miser clutches, until at last, it is so grimed 
with dirt and indistinct from hard world- 
knocks and bruises, that its native character 
is Jost, and one can hardly tell for what it 
was intended. Whatever difference there 
is between such a man and the child is de- 
cidedly in favor of the babe, for it knows 
nothing better; while the man is crushed 
down by the guilty weight of a manly res- 
ponsibility. 3 
What better than the child is the lawyer, 


his life have no higher aim? If he makes 
his brief, his materia medica, his plane, his 
pickaxe only a plaything—the means of 
procuring himself occupation and gratifica- 
tion? The cbild pleases itself with its toys 
and passes away the time. The man 
pleases himself with his toys and passes 
away histime. The child is innocent, for 
its capacity fits it for nothing higher. The 
man can not be innocent, for he is capable 
of living for a purpose above himself. 

Such men lack any right development ; 
they are still in their green and vegetable 
stage of being—pulpy and coarse in fibre, 
and though fitted to lift themselves up. and 
harden into trees, have dwarfed and stunted 
themselves into a turnip or cabbage growth, 
but little, if any, above the ground. They 
never outgrow babyhood, and never ought 
to leave off their bibs and frocks. 

These men lower their occupations to the 
mere purposes of amusement and gratifica- 
tion. There is another class whose whole 
occupation is the search for amusement ; 
who have no business of their own—only so 
far as empty pockets compel them—except 
to hunt up some way of making the present 
moment agreeable. There is no more piti- 
able. picture than that of such an one. 
Think of a man wholly given to amuse- 
‘ment! He rubs open his sleepy eyes—red 
perhaps from last night’s late hours—and 
looks at the sunlight, long high in heaven, 
while his thoughts go out—not up to God, 
that his thankless, useless life sees another 
day, but out—in search of some way of zet- 
ting rid of another stock of hours. He 
looks over the morning news—not to learn 
what the world is doing, and how goes the 
battle of right and wrong, but—to find out 
what “star-” shines on the boards to-night, 
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goes out on the street—not to act his part 
as a man, tocarry his share of life’s burden, 
to lighten with his finger the weary load 
of a brother, to hunt out the suffering, to 
feed and clothe hungry and naked bod- 
ies and souls, but — only to look lazily 
upon what others are doing, to gaze into 
shop windows, to stare impudently into la- 
dies’ faces, to laugh at mishaps, at sad looks, 
at earnest words, at the slips and falls of 
those who are trying to be men. His whole 
life is a sluggish drift between races, shows, 
and dog fights. He makes no apparent ef- 
fort, bnt happens round just in time for any 
new wonder or sensational occurrence. 
Between whiles he will try a game of bil- 
liards, or occupy any easy chair that he may 
happen to find vacant. Life, to him, opens 
no great opportunities, presents no noble 
possibilities, has no great meaning; it holds 
only sports and plays. Such an one is 
on about the same grade of being as the 
summer fly, buzzing and showy in the sun- 
shine, always busy, and always doing nothing 
unless it be to make himself a nuisance in 
better people’s way, or to furnish food for 
the flying sharpers of the city air, whose 
eyes are keen and whose beaks are long. 
How true are the Apostle’s word—appli- 
cable to men as well as women—*“ She that 
liveth in pleasure is dead while she liveth ;” 
dead to the higher, more advanced state 
that gives life a meaning ; just as a child is 
dead to manhood—knows nothing of it. 
Thus, the man of pleasure knows not and 
cares not for soul life or soul pleasure. 
But they exist, and are unspeakably above 
his present delights just the same, though he 
be blind to them. 
Place beside the man we have sketched 
a driveling idiot. He is an aimless waif, 
blown light as the thistle down, hither and 
thither by every wind; his life has no pur- 
pose, no meaning; he is the helpless, unre- 
sisting victim of all forces that may act 
upon him; his meaningless face catches 
any likeness that is reflected in it, like the 
blank surface of a pond; he is the sport, 
the play, of all happenings and circum- 
stances—the perfect human animal—the 
“sporting ” man perfected—for all his life 
is to be amused, or it is nothing. 
The two lives are similar, so far as aim- 
lessness and folly are concerned; but the 
responsibility of one marks it in lines of 
darkest guilt. would rather “be the tdiot 
than the man of amusement, for so were I 
innocent of his sin who “knew his Lord’s 
will and did it not.” I could then go up to 
the judgment and plead: “O Lord, thou 
gavest me not even one talent. and I return 
to thee foolish and empty handed, as I 
went.” But.the weight of misimproved 
faculties and hours shall be heavy upon the 
conscience of the pleasure seeker, and sink 
him into the hell of those “ who fear not 
God nor regard man.” : 
There are some who, once men, become 
children again in age. The robe of their 
mortality, just before they lay it aside, seems} 
to wind round them in closer, binding folds, 
darkening the spirit gaze, and leaving them 
to grope back for a season to the outer and 
lower. The weakening hand drops the 
manly weapon and fumbles for the infant 
toy again. Thus, Charles Lamb’s father: 
the kindly, patient son would amuse him 
with simple, childish games for hours to- 
gether. And I knew an old man at home, 
who, past his labor, would run as eagerly 
as the little ones around him after every 
boyish amusement. If a menagerie, a cir- 
cus, a panorama, a sbow of any kind came 
near, you might always see him there, with 
boyish, pleased face, laughing at simple 
sights and silly jokes, like any younger 
child. For these we have charity and pity. 
What have we for those who are voluntarily 
like these—not simply in the two childhoods 
that bound the extremes of life, but—all 
through what ought to be their manly 


years ?

REMINISCENCE OF HIS MOTHER. 


Justice to the memory of my gentle 
mother requires me to say that she possessed 
“like precious faith” with my father, and 
that she was in every way worthy of him. 
She possessed, in an eminent degree, “a 
meek and quiet spirit,” and was a woman 
of great delicacy of feeling, au example of 
taste in dress and of neatness in everything. 
The comforts she had were few, but she con- 
trived to increase and multiply those few 
as only a woman of great economy and 
thrift could do. For many years an invalid, 
her last sickness was long and painful, but 
not a word of complaint do I recollect of 
ever having heard her speak. On the morn- 
ing of Dec. 2d, 1809; »we all asyembled in 
that little Stranger’s Room to hear her last 
words. And she passed away with halle- 
lujahs on her lips. Well do I remember 
with what clearness of voice she said, 
“ Hallelujah! hallelujah! halle-——.” Her 
feet seemed yet standing firm in the midst 
of the river. But her voice suddenly 
ceased ; for strength and breath were both 
gone, and the remainder of the hallelujah 
was left to be finished on “the other side 
of Jordan.” We alk felt sure that she had 
gone from a world of sorrow to one of joy, 
from poverty to aH the riches of heaven. 

Eight children, four sons and four daugh- 
ters, survived her, and these survived her 
many years. Indeed most of them remain 
to this present. At the time of her death, 
none of her children were professors of re- 
ligion, and she had to leave them all in an 
evil world, and very ill prepared to make 
their way through it. But, with confidence, 
she committed them: all to Him in whom 
she herself believed. Could she have 
looked forward and seen their pathway 
through life; could she have seen all her

I found the meadows as I had expected, so 
flooded, I could not, in any conceivable way, 
reach the‘main stream, nor come anywhere 
near it. But I baited my hook, and threw 
it into the nearest waters before me; and, 
wonderful to relate, a much larger trout 
than it was usual to take in that stream, 
even in the best season of the year, imme- 
diately seized it, and I drew it to the land, 
feeling that He who once directed the fish 
to Peter’s hook directed this to mine. I at 
once carried it home, and made savory 
meat such as my mother loved, that her soul. 
might bless me before her death. And I 
doubt not she prayed then, as I feel assured 
she had often prayed before, that I might 
one day become a * fisher of men.” 
Though I never looked upon this incident 
as a miracle, yet I thought then, as I have 
always thought sinee, that it was by a spec- 


ial providence this fine trout was brought | 


to my hook ; for in the ordinary ealculations 
of men, there was no probability that this 


fish would come to my hook, or that, had I | 


remained a fortnight longer, any other 
would have come. It was God who remem- 
bered us in our low estate, and especially 
who, in great kindness, remembered my 
mother in all her feebleness.. And that 
trout, that flooded meadow, the old horse 
and all, will surely be remembered in heav- 
en.—lV.

An American Muller. 


Those who have read accounts of George 
Muller’s orphan-home, near Bristol, Eng- 
land, built and supported solely by faith, 
will be interested in learning of the exis- 
tence of a case in this city, where a hospi- 
tal has been founded and sustained in the 
same way. Dr. Charles Cullis, a Christian 
physician in New York, had his sympathies 


tive persons, for whom, as incurables, no 
hospital could make provision. After two 
years of earnest thought and prayer, he be- 
gan in April, 1864, to receive free gifts for 
the establishment of such an institution. In 
August the house No 4 Vernon street was 


tered. The record proceeds :— 

“ Having asked the Lord for nurses, one 
offered her services gratuitously ; a poor 
woman sends a gold chain; a private pa- 
tient pays a bill of thirty-two dollars, which 
the doctor had given up as good for nothing, 
and he gives it to the hospital. Some little 
children hold a fair in a private house, and 
send the home fifteen dollars and thirty 
cents. Having many pressing wants, he 
asked the Lord that large donations might. 
be given, and a lady dying with consump- 


provides. There are no balances, but at 
the end of the month the doctor can say, 
considering how with each want has come: 
its appropriate supply,‘ What bath God 
wrought !’ 

“The home was filled, and there were: 

}more patients applying for admission than. 
‘could be .accommodated. ‘The doctor did 
‘as Hezekiah did centuries before,—he laid 
his wishes before the Lord, and prayed that. 
he might have another building. On June 
8th the adjoining house, No 6 Vernon street, 
was purchased, and in faith—for there is no 
money—the alterations are made. But no 
day passes without a donation of some kind, 
although a part are not always in money ; 
and when in a strait, the Christian doctor 
remembers that the foundation of his hospi- 
tal is trust in God, and so he asks for what 
he needs.” 
The beginning was made with a little 
over $300 in hand, and the cash receipts 
during the first year amounted to $5,916,28, 
which was all expended. 

“The second year of the home began 
with nine patients in the house and no mon- 
ey. But the record reads of donations from 
day to day of three dollars, two stoves, a 
five dollar gold piece which cost one hun- 
dred dollars Confederate money, ten dollars, 
eighteen dollars, pears, lemons, wine,.a car- 
pet, drawers, shirts, and so on.” Says the 
doctor’s journal :— 


is a large amount on hand or not, for the 
reason that if she knew that funds were low 
she might be tempted (and rightly, too,) to 
economize, while it is my wish that all 
should be bountifully dealt with ; and I see 
that this plan is always carried out. I have 
not the least fear for the future. I feel and 
know that this is the Lord’s work.” 

“ On the 30th of September, 1866, when 
the second year closed, the Home had re- 
ceived $6,950,55, which was all expended ; 
making in two years above fourteen thous- 
and dollars, by which one hundred and thir- 
teen patients were relieved. The Home is 
‘open to visitors on any day except Sunday, 
between the hours of 10 and 12 a.m and 2 
and 4 p.m.—LZpiscopalian. 


New Reform Synagogue. 


In a fashionable part of the city, says the 
Examiner, there is building one of the most 
imposing synagogues in New York. It is 
erected by some of the wealthiest Jews. It 


‘is to cost $600,000. The congregation is

But had 
Moses tasted a Cincinnati ham, he would 
not have forbidden it. The oysters of Syria 
were coppery and unwholesome. But no 
law, human or Divine, would have put 
Princess Bay oysters under the ban. While 
it was unlawful, because unnecessary, to 
kindle a fire on the Sabbath day, yet had 
the Jews been in Russia instead of Syria, 
and that law had been enforced, the nation 
would have frozen to death. These men 
say that the Levitical manner of killing 
meat is the trueone. But when from home 
they are not particular, and can do as the 
world does. ‘The opening of their new tem- 
ple will usher in a new era among the peo- 
ple of Israel.

A Contrast. 


THE ROOTED INTOLERANCE OF ROMANISM. 


It would be hard to find a more impres- 
sive contrast, than one now exhibited on the 
soil of the fairest, and perhaps most interes- 
ting country of Europe—Sunny Italy—the 
Italy of the Romans. 

The opposite conditions are presented in 
the wholly dissimilar action of Ricasoli, the 
able primier of the Italian Government, 
from that of Antonelli, the State Cardinal 
of Pius IX. 

The former, imbued with the spirit of 
hopeful progress, which like the ultra mon- 
tane breezes is sweeping away from the 
land the stupifying and deadly miasmata of 
superstition and blind submission to a cor- 
rupt hierarchy, has recently issued a mani- 
festo in reply to a petition of certain 
banished Bishops—reverend conspirators 
against a united government for Italy. 

Their lordships had wearied of their ex- 
ile, and entreated that they might be permit- 
ted to return to their dioceses. 

This request is granted by Ricasoli, who 
takes occasion to impart to them some whole- 
some lessons in regard to their relations to 
the Government. 

From this point, he goes on to consider 
the general principle of the relations of 
Church and State. 

He adopts heartily our American idea 
of entire toleration, and finds in the happy 
results of our system a complete solution of 
this question. He informs the Bishops, 
that the Italian Government is prepared to 
grant to them the same measure of liberty 
that is enjoyed by Catholic Bishops in the 
United States,andno more. There, he says, 
*“‘ No religion asks either special protection 
or privileges from the State. Each lives, 
develops, and is followed under the protec- 
tion of the common law, and the law equal- 

ly respected by all, guarantees to all equal 
liberty.” 

The only condition which he attaches to 
the return of the Bishops is that “ each shall 
contine himself to his own duty and observe 


- This intelligent recognition of the prin- 
ciple of religious liberty, coming from such 
a source, will exert an important influence in 
Europe. | 

Turn now to the other side. For sever- 
al years past there has been a Scotch Pres- 
byterian service held in Rome beneath the 
roof of a private house. This service has 
sometimes been attended by sixty or seven- 
ty persons. Also, latterly there has been 
an American chapel in the city, in like man- 
ner with the other in a private dwelling. 

Recently the Presbyterian minister has 
been peremptorily forbidden to continue 
this meeting, and our minister to Rome has 
been officially notified that for the future 
the American chapel must be moved outside 
the walls of the city. To the remonstran- 
ces offered to this action of the Papal Gov- 
ernment the reply is made, that the exist- 
ence of these heretical proceedings has just 
been made known to the Pope, who, being 
now free from the influence of French protec- 
tion, is determined to rule in strict accord- 
ance with the principles of the Church. 

Look now on this picture, and then on 
that. In the same country, at the same 
time, one government is emerging into the 
light and liberty of modern civilization ; 
the other retrograding toward the darkness 
and tyranny of medizxval superstition. 
There isa salutary lesson here which we 
thus read. On one hand we see the working 
of Protestantism, whose central truth is in- 


the chains of all civil and religious bond- 
age, ennobles the man, and opens a future 
of boundless promise to the race. On the 
otherhand, wesee that the spirit of the Pa- 
pacy is ever the same. It forever binds the 
conscience byits exclusive claims, subjects 
man’s noblest faculties to the will of an am- 
bitious hierarchy, fetters all progress, forci- 
bly opposes individual and national devel- 
opment, and is at heart the implacable foe 
of liberty. 

This last act of the Papal Government 
is in perfect keeping with its real character.

In everything but this one 
point they acknowledge and treat them as 
faithful and beloved brethren in Christ. 
They eat with them, trade with them, asso- 
ciate intimately with them, engage with 
them in all Christian labors, greet them as 
dear brethren, intermarry with them, pro- 
fess entire confidence in their Christian 
character, and even (most decided recogni- 
tion of all) invite them to preach the Gos- 
pel to their own flocks. But when it comes. 
to sitting with them at the table of their 
acknowledged common Lord, and receiving 
with them the shadow of thatof which they 
confess that one as much as the other has 
received the substance, they refuse to do it.” 


“ But what excuse have they for such. 


gross inconsistency? How can they, in 
everything else, acknowledge them as Christ- 
ians, and yet deny them that which is every 


-Christian’s right and duty—made so by’a 


positive command from the Master ?” 

“ They often confess to the inconsistency, 
and make but a feeble defense of it. To 
be consistent would require them to deny 
to the majority of the Church all standing 
as Christians, but against this all the love 
of God within them revolts, and they can 
not do it. But they justify the exclusion 
by quoting your own word, in which you 
charge us all so often and decidedly to 
“keep the commandments,” and imply that 
none are Christians who do not do so.” 

“ But do the majority refuse to keep any 
of God’s commands ?” 

“By nomeans. They acknowledge their 
obligation to keep them all, in all their strict- 
ness and fulness. None insist more ear- 
nestly than they on the duty of keeping all 
God’s commands. But this is the point: 
They insist that they are keeping them, 
while the minority insist that they are not 
doing so. These do not deny that the ma- 
jority are honest in their opinion and prac- 
tice, or that they are just as intelligent as 
themselves, and just as capable of forming 
a correct judgment in the matter; or, that 
they have given ample attention to the real | 


The longer 


meaning of Scripture. To deny any of 
these would be an absardity. too gross for 
any honest and intelligent man to tolerate. 
They say (that is, they do not deny and 
their actions say) ‘ We know you are Christ- 
ians, and we love you as such. We know 


you are honest and intelligent; that you | 


have studied this matter and prayed over 
it, and that you are just as capable of find- 
ing out the truth as we are; but still, we 
think you are wrong, and that you ought 
to think as we do about it. We can not 
deny that you have just as good a right to 
your opinion as we have to ours, but still, 
you must come over to our opinion, or we 
shall be forced to disown you as brethren 
before the world.’. This is the essence of 
their position.” 

Then, would not John have said, as a few 
tears rolled over his aged, care-printed 
face, 

“ Where, then, is the fruit of all my ex- 
hortations to brotherly love? And where 
is the fruit of the prayer of my Master, 
‘that they all may be one, so that the world 
may be forced to believe ?? What love can 


| there be when one claims the right to judge 


another’s conscience, and forgets that ‘to 
his own Master he standeth or falleth ?” 
Would to God that I were young again, so 
that I might go again over all the ground, 


put my arms about them, and preach more 


earnestly than ever: ‘ Little children, love 
one another, ” 

Can we'not hear John saying something 
like this? And really, what right has any 
man, or set of men, to make a law for an- 
other man’s belief? But this is a far reach- 
ing principle. Let us stop a little and 
think about it. J. R.

Revival at Santa Clara. 


SANTA CLARA, Feb. 25, 1857. 


EpiTor Paciric :— | 

The revival meetings in this place, like 
those of San Jose, have been characterized 
by that true spirit of Christianity which is 
the most unmanageable of all obstacles in 
the way of infidels and scoffers. The most 
potent opiate will not more speedily and 
surely quiet the agitated nerves than the 
true spirit of Christian union, in active op- 
eration, will the sneers and the ravings of 
Pantheism and skepticism. 


Mr. Earle remained from Monday eve- 


ning to Sunday evening, inclusive, holding 
meetings afternoon and evening. All were 
held in the Methodist church, because it 
was the most commodious. At one time I 
counted twenty-four ministers present, rep- 
resenting seven different denominations, 
some of whom had traveled forty to sixty 
miles, over bad roads and mountain passes, 
to see, for once, whether Christians of dif- 


fering sentiments could work harmoniously 


in those things wherein they agreed. Look- 
ing over that large number of faithful her- 
alds of the cross, ranging from twenty to 
seventy-five years old, I thought of the 
“Traveling Theological Seminary” just 


proposed, for the education of the rising 


ministry in the South, Though a Rich- 
mond editor claims copyright of the idea, 
Mr. Earle seems the first to test it. 

During Mr. Earle’s stay about one hund- 
red and fifty registered their names as re- 
cipients of grace. Since he left the regis- 
ter has not been made up. Under his ad- 
vice, the union meetings were continued 
one week after he left, the several pastors 
who have been originally responsible for 
Mr. Earle’s visit, preaching and leading the 
exercises in turn. 

Wednesday of that week was observed 
as a day of fasting and prayer, with most 
happy results. 

The entire series of the union meetings, 


whether under the conduct of the evangel- 


ist or of the several pastors, passed without 
a jarring note; and, with some means of 
knowing facts, I believe the true spirit of 
the Savior’s new commandment was in- 
creased, to the close, and still continues to 
increase. 

A general union meeting for devotional 
purposes is held on each Sabbath afternoon, 
at alternate churches, which, we hope, will 
become a permanent institution.

_ For the Pacific. 
Religious Progress in Australia. 


There are Presbyterian and Congrega- 
tional churches scattered through all the col- 
onies of Australasia. ‘The various bodies 
of Scotch Presbyterians have lately united 
and are taking steps for more thorough 
evangelizing and missionary effort. 

The Congregationalists have seventeen 
or eighteen ministers and churches in New 
South Wales, more than half of which are 
in Sydney and the suburbs, while the inte- 
rior is comparatively neglected. 

In Victoria and Adelaide they have a 
greater number of churches, more equally 
distributed. | 

The Colonial Missionary Society has also 
assisted in sending out ministers to Tasma- 
nia, New Zealand, and Queensland. 

They wish now to have a ministry trained 
in the Colonies, and have established col- 
leges for this purpose at Melbourne, Hobart 
Town, and Sydney, with about six students 
at each. The course at these colleges, ac- 


cording to the English system, includes the | 


study of theology. 

The temperance movement has made lit- 
tle progress, though most of the younger 
Congregational ministers, and almost all of 
their missionaries in the South Seas, are 
pledged tetotallers. It is almost impossible 
in the “ diggings ” to find a sober physician, 
and drunkenness is, in the large towns, the 
fruitful cause of misery, vice, and crime. 

Many of the superannuated English mis- 
sionaries from the South Seas reside in 
Sydney. The Society has agents there and 
at Melbourne, and the principal cities in 
the colonies were lately visited by the new 


John Williams, which was on her way to 


the Islands with six missionaries. After 
leaving, she returned to Sydney for repairs, 
having unfortunrtely struck on a coral reef. 

According to the testimony of some of 


the older ministers, what is most needed in 
New South Walesis an outpouring of the 
spirit. They have never had an extensive 
and thorough revival of religion; conse- 
quently, formality, inactivity, and division 


prevail too much among the churches.

EASTERN AND FOREIGN. 

THe 1n Russia.—Rev. W. H. 
Bidwell, in a late letter to the Managers of 
the American Bible Society, in view of the 
friendly feeling between the Russians and 
ourselves, urged the Society to engage ear- 
nestly in distributing the Bible among them. 
He states that “it is an undoubted fact that 


both the Emperor Alexander and his most 


excellent Empress take a deep interest in 
the circulation of the Scriptures among their 
people, especially ‘among the poor sol- 
diers.’” Also, that “not a few Bishops 
and priests of the Greek Church take or 
feel a deep interest inthis work.” The best 
friends of tbe cause in Russia give highly 
encouraging accounts of a readiness to re- 


| ceive the Word of God, both in the cities 


and in the interior of the country. On the 
day of the coronation of the present Em- 
peror, he issued an ukase to the faculties of 
the four universities to proceed at once to 
the translation of the Bible into modern 
Russ. The first edition of 20,000 of the 
four gospels, under this translation, was soon 
exhausted and another called for. 


— On every Sabbath afternoon, in a hall 
on Broadway, there is a gathering of infi- 
dels. The meeting is published in secular 
journals, and exciting topics suggested for 
discussion. Men and women talk and debate 
promiscuously. The themes of the Bible, 
the church, and our Blessed Saviour, are 
treated in a blasphemous manner. But it 
is surprising that so few are drawn into such 
a meeting, when New York is tull of im- 
piety and crime. The audience rarely num- 
bers fifty. Scarcely a young person is found 
in it, and not one decent looking young man 
or young woman.— WN. Y. Examiner. 


— At Picture Rocks, Lycoming County, 
Penn., a number of persons were hopefully 
converted in a late revival. Finding no 
church near but a close communion Baptist, 
with which they were not in accord, twen- 


ty-three persons organized themselves into

— The First Presbyterian Church of 
Cincinnati have given a unanimous call to 
Rev. Charles L. Thompson, of Janesville, 
Wisconsin. 


— Oxford University has conferred a 
Doctorate in Divinity upon Bishop White- 
house, of Illinois. 

— Rev. J. R. Shipherd has retired from 


the western editorship of the Boston Re- 
corder.

Henry F. Dean has a 300 acre farm, and 
140 ~ Spanish merino sheep, valued at 


Hon. Rollin J. Jones has a farm of 600 
acres. His flock numbers 125, valued at 
$40,000. 

F. H. Dean, 350 acres; 150 breeding 
ewes valued at $500 each—$75,000! Don’t 
doubt it, for he has been offered $1,000 
each for five of them, and $7,000 last year 
for a four year old buck, which has since 
earned him $4,000. California gold mines 
can’t compare with that. 

Merrill Brigham, 400 acres; flock, 300 
thorough breds, valued at $51,000. 

Simeon S. Rockwell has a flock of 300, 
valued at $30,000.

Citric Acid in Cancer. 


_ Thecoolingand tonic effects of lemon juice 
is well known. Citric acid is, to all pur- 
poses, crystalized lemon juice, and ‘is often. 
used as a substitute for lemons in making 
lemonade, ete. An Italian physician, Dr. 
Brandini, finding that a patient, with a can- 
cer of the tongue, received great relief io 
eating lemons, was induced to try the effect 
of citric acid on other cancer patients, 
which he did, much to their relief. In a 
case of hopelessly incurable cancer, under 
our own observation, it has been used with 
the happiest results, and afforded a greater 
relief from pain than any other application 
that has been tried. The crystalized acid 
is used, one part by weight, to ninety parts 
of soft water. The weight of a common 
nickel cent to a pint of water comes suffi-’ 
ciently near. The solution is applied by 
moistening a piece of lint, and renewed 
Fe the pain returns.— American Agricul- 
st. |
